EDITORIAL 


BELIEVE it or not, that hoary old 
gimmick, summer Soccer, is about 
to be dusted off and presented for 
the approval, or otherwise, of clubs 
-in the National Soccer League. 

This, despite the fact that when 
the controversial topic was last ban- 
died around, it was consigned to the 
waste-paper bin. 

We thought we had heard the last 
of it then. Now comes yet another 
attempt to get Australia’s premier 
Soccer competition switched from 
winter to summer. 

This latest attempted resurrection 
of the summer Soccer corpse has 
been inspired by the drastic fall in 
match attendances. 

But ideas born out of panic, fear or 
desperation are rarely sound ideas. 
The reasoning of the pro-summer 
Soccer people is... ‘the game is in 
a mess so we have nothing to lose.” 

On the surface, that would seem to 
be a reasonable proposition. But we 
would question the hypothesis that 
Soccer has “nothing to lose.”

Soccer is in. Instead of the 
usual pretence and dream- 
world talk, a frank and ra- 
tional case was put forward 
with some interesting and 
worthy suggestions. 

I think anything that 
starts serious debate on 
this problem is worthy, but I 
must slightly disagree on 
his view that Indoor Soccer 
will replace the traditional 
game.
